Had Bip Van NViukle lived iu the present 
days a twenty yours’ shuuber would nut 
Lavo boon needed to show him, on his 
awukeuint, strange sights and astonishing 
changes. If ho had taken a brief twelve 
mouths’ nap in som e Now Jersey valley, and 
miraculously escaping malaria, ftver and 
ftgne and inosquitoes, had returned alive to 
New York to-day, the spectaole of the trains 
of tie Metroiw.liti.u Elevated Itailroad, 
rnshing noisily by with their liviug 
froiyh*, would have appeared mere won- 
derful than anything he beheld as he 
tottered through the streets of his native 
village after his twenty years’ absence. 
Tho sight would 
have 
been 
even 
more astounding had ho postponed his 
awakening until a stormy winter’s day. 
While “douhlcd up" teams of the street rail- 
roinls were toiling ami panting in the vain 
oilort to itrag I heir loiwl.s over tho hidden 
tracks; while truck horses and hack horses 
were ploughing their way through drifts or 
scrambling over luiuiatnro monntains ot 
snow to the horror of the watehlul Bergh and 
his humano ussistants; while foot imssengers 
were wearily struggling through a sea of 
slush, he would have cast his eyes upward 
and su n the enwdod c.irs ot the two ele­ 
vated lines dashing svviltiy onward Iree | 
from obstTuctiou and earrying their | 
passengers 
iu 
comlort and 
warmth j 
to their destinations. The accomplished ¡ 
fact of actual rapid transit dvies in­ 
deed seem like a dream. Two year.s 
ago, despite the partial success of the 
Greenwich street lino, rapid transit was 
still an experiment, and the obstacles in its 
way appeared to be almost insurmountable. 
'Tc-d iy it is iu ex.steuce; tho people of New 
York possess it and enjoy it, and already 
the fulling off in the bnsino-iH of tho Sixth 
avenue horsa car lino points the fate of 
the old means of locomotion. 
Tiie Metropolitan Elevated Itailroad is a 
decided sviccess. 
Its cars are commo­ 
dious and handsome and its trains run 
smoothly. 
It is 
probably one 
of 
the most comlortablo and 
enjoyable 
roads lor passengers ever consiracted, 
and the people manifest their appreciation 
of it by their immediate and steadily in­ 
creasing patronage. It is essential, how­ 
ever, to the road’s permanent prosperity 
that it should bo carotully mansged and 
liberally conducted Ircm the commeuce- 
meul of its career. Nothing must be lelt to 
chance, and nothing that can contribute to 
the tuiety and comfort of its passengers 
must bo even temporarily neglected. ’There 
arc already complaints of an iu.sufficieucy 
of cars during those hours of tho morn­ 
ing and oftcrnoon when travel is at 
its full tide, and »of an overcrowding 
of the plutloruis which would not 
discredit a Third avenue horse car. It, is 
announced on tho part of the company tfcat 
the capacity ol tuo road is to bo increased 
iu a few weeks by an addition to the roll- 
iaig stock which will perm it tho running of 
trains every two minutes, instead of every 
three minutes as at pres nt, and that each 
engine will then draw lour piujseuger cars 
Instead ol throe. The proposed increase 
will exactly double tho present carrying 
capacity of the road. With three minutes 
headway and throe oars to a train, sixty 
cars an hour are run, while two minutes 
liewlway ami lour cars to a tram will give 
one hundred and twouty cars an hour. 
This would no doubt bo suflicicnt to accoiii- 
modato the travel during tho busiest hours of 
the morning and evening, vviihjut crowding 
tho platforms, and to carry out tho pro- 
lossed intention of the company to hujiply 
each passenger with a seat It is to be re­ 
gretted that the lull accommodation was 
not secured at tho opoaing of tho road, cs- 
pcciully as tho overcrowding of tho cars 
cannot bo altogether Ireo Irom danger, and 
any lutul accid-nt on the line, Jioni uhat 
ever cause, would be oalcnlated to impair 
public confidence in elevated railway 
travel. It is besides de.dr.iblo that the 
company should Irom thu start live lully up 
to its pledges of ample and comlortablo ac­ 
commodations lor tho travelling public; 
lor, while allowances ought iu justice to be 
made lor tho cmbarra.ssm'-nts and difficul­ 
ties of 1.polling a new line, it is not advisa­ 
ble that the niaiiagrment should bo al­ 
lowed to slip into* c.i 1C less habits, which, 
when on o contrusteil, are net easily uhaii- 
doued. 
The curves and swilches of tho road Imvo 
been subjected to the critical oxuiuiuation 
of oupable engineers, have been pronounced 
safe, and we presume that thiy arc tafe. 
We certainly have no desire to create any 
tlislrust or alarm in the minds of those who 
constantly use tho line. Novertholcss, we 
think the company would have done well to 
make the cuives Hatter, which could readily 
have bfuu accumplislic'd by the ixirchusc of 
a lew corner buildings, similar to Ihut at 
the corner ol Murruy street and College 
place. The ordinary jiassenger imagines 
danger m tho shurp curves, oveii though 
none may exist, and a feeling of entire se­ 
curity is necessary to educate the people 
up t • the Iren use of elevated roiidx. Be­ 
sides, apart from the paramount question of 
satety, su splendid aroad as the Metropolitan 
ought to be made an nearly perlect as pos­ 
sible, and Halter curves would have ac­ 
complished what in the crowded hours of 
tho day would bo a luatorial saving of timo 
by enablitig the trains to lua at greater 
siMjed. 
Thu cost of a lew buildiiigs is 
sovroety worth consideration in such an nti- 
dcrtitkiiig, even it tho oouvenicticft alone of 
the passengers is in qiie.stiou ; but wh n 
till ir satety as well is involved it becomes 
ultmly iiisiyiiificant. 
Every railroad in 
tho country is subjected to the cnrclTil scru­ 
tiny of ciipitblo cnginocrs in all its parts 
and is [ironounecd sals beloro it is opened 
for traflli-. Vet trains not unfrcijuently rim 
off tho track at curves on surface railroads, 
atiii such an accident would bo iiiuoli more 
dÍMrstioiis on an elevated than on a aurfaco 
road. 
.k iKccBsity ol the road, made evident al­ 
ready, is the construction ol car depots, so 
that the c.irs not in uso may not lumber up 
the liui-. When the aniiro circle of tho 
city is made by tho Metropolitan Company 
the cars aiuy bo kept perpeiually in motion 
and deiiols may not be so necessary. But 
It is likely to bo some yeais bsloro this 
occurs, and it in evident that the road and 


the public will bo inconvenienced if nuch 
depots are not provided. It is also very 
desirable that tho jmssenger depot- be com­ 
pleted as speedily as possible, and 
that tho regulations 
promised by tho 
company to prevent the promiscuous 
crowding and rushing for trains by four or 
Hve times the number that can be accommo­ 
dated, be put in operation without delay. 
In the present scrambling, as in the over­ 
crowding of tho cars and plaklorius, lurks 
danger to life and limb, and, as we have al­ 
ready said, it would be especially uufortu- 
uato if any accident should iu the com- 
menoemont weaken popular ooufidouce in 
tho road. It ii moreover very desirable 
that tho employes of the company should 
from thu first bo drilled into those cautious 
habits csneutial to tho safety of the passen­ 
gers intrnsted to their care. We offer these 
suggestions for the benefit of tho company 
as well as of the public. Tho Hejul» has 
been tho earnest friend of rapid tr,msit, and 
it is not too much to claim that tho final 
suocosK and early completion of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Itailroad is due 
in a great measure to the persistent 
advocacy of its cause by this journol 
Wo may, therefore, claim for our sug­ 
gestions and advice the serious con­ 
sideration cf the proprietors and mau- 
agjrs of the road. We expect to sec the 
time when the horse car lines, as tlirougli 
routes, will ho abamloued and the avenues 
free from rails. As nroas town lines street 
railroads will always bo useful. There 
ought to be more of thorn, and they should 
be run in counoctiou with the elevated 
roads, by tnm slor tickets, at one rufo of 
fare. But the main travel of the city must, 
wo believe, soon be monopolized by the 
elevated roads, uud it is because of this 
belief that we desire to see their mouage- 
uient as perfect and their accommodations 
us thorough us they can possibly bo made. 


C u tlio lica a n d SociiidistN in O r r in a n y . 
Apparently it is not doubted in Germany 
that the Beichstag w-ill I» immediately dis­ 
solved, as the despatches announce the 
probable date of the general elections for 
the choice of new rei>resentatives. 
An 
election held at a time when the country is 
fully under the iuHuence of the alarm and 
indignation excited by the recent attempts 
against the Emperor’s life is likely to prove 
unfortunate for tho party whoso doctrines 
and aspirations have Infamous relation to 
tho attempted crime. If tho socialists cun 
hold up their heads at all in this olcetiuu, 
if they can return any considerable 
proportion of tho representatives they 
have in the present chamber, this will sup­ 
ply an indication of the gloomiest nature 
for the future pooco of tho military system. 
But it is tar more consonant w'ith what op- 
pears now that tho representation w’ill prac­ 
tically declare that in the presence of un­ 
known dangers tho coiintry puts itself abso­ 
lutely in the hands of tho government. All 
parties that opposed tho demand of the 
government for power to deal summarily 
with socialist organizations uud journals 
will experience the loss of popular favor, 
and thu Catholic party cannot expect to 
be rtltogelhcr exempt from this fate. 
But it will lose less than other par­ 
ties, because its support is from the 
nature of tho case a more consiuut quantity. 
It is not a negative party, whose ¡msition is 
taken iu empty opposition to government., 
It is affirmative, and supports actual insti­ 
tutions and principles against government 
hostility. The institutions and principles 
it supports are the same now as they were 
belore ; and if this party might share the 
odium due to the fact that tho ('atholic 
votes in the lloicbstag wore given against 
tho government on the law for the 
repression of socialist agitation that cause for 
discredit will bo removed by the position 
that will bo taken under tho urgent advice 
from Homo for the Church and its ad­ 
herents to declare themselves positively 
against the dangerous principles. Under 
that instruction or advice such decisive 
action will bo taken that the Catholic parly 
will perhaps well nigh lead the country as 
the organ of abhorrence of the war that the 
soc.alists are making on society. In this 
Ileichstag this party will certainly not re­ 
peat its great blunder.

That instrument, provides 
itlint “no person shall hold tho office of 
..justice or judge of any court longer than 
unTil and including tho last day of Decem­ 
ber next alter he shall bo seventy years of 
age.” The plea of the counsel to Judge 
Sutherland’s jurisdiction set forth that the 
Judgij became seventy years of age more than 
uyear ago, and by the above provision of tho 
CLOietitntioa did absolutely cease on last 
Now Year’s Day to rehiain a judge, and 
h« nee was witbont power to try the case. 
'The Judge refused to receive the plea and 
ordered it to bo returned to tho counsel; 
but whether he recognized the validity of 
j;the constitutional prohibition or regarded 
it as improper that he should himself de­ 
cide on his own qualification for tho posi­ 
tion ho fills does not appear. Tho reason 
lor this provision of the constitution is 
that nt seventy years of age the average judi­ 
cial officer will, it is feared, be lucking 
iu the physical or mental capacity, both of 
which are requisite in a judge. This may 
be true as a rule, but there have been 
marked exceptions to it, as iti the cáse of 
the Into Judge Allen, and, indeed, iu the 
case of Judge Sutheiland himself, whose 
mind and health are yet sound and vigor­ 
ous. Htill, the constitution admits of no ex­ 
ceptions, and the ple.i ratsod will, we pre­ 
sume, necessarily have to be met.
